F arm women, boys, and girls in 
Indiana are helping food production by 
taking the place s of the men who have 
been called to tin* colors and tile city 
industries. 
Investigation of the cost 
of milk production, conducted by the 
dairy division of the I nited States 
departm ent of agriculture, in co-opera­ 
tion with Purdue university, shows 
that, in 101.6-10, hired men performed 
nearly half of the work in the dairies 
In the Chicago milk district of northern 
Indiana.
